This will 
be a welcome inheritance to the 
old lady and will serve to make her 
declining years smooth and pleas- 
ant. The property consists of real 
es.ute in London and as soon as it 
can be couverted into cash, the es- 
tate will be distributed. In the 
meantime ** Mother Thomas will 
probably continue to sell eggs and 
wash towels and will net be stuck 
up any more than sbe has always 
deen.
